RECENT DEATHS. 


CaprTain Jounw A. Man ey, 20tn!U. 8. Infantry, a 
veteran soldier of the war, died at Fort Assinniboine, 
Montana, July 15, after a short iliness. He was 
born in New York, joined the 64th New York In- 
fantry in 1861, and in March, 1363, was promoted to 
1st lieutenant, captain in the following July, and 
mustered out in December, 1864. In Mareh, 1867, 
he was appointed a 2d lieutenant, 18th Infantry, 
promoted Ist lieutenant in 1868, assigned to the 20th 
infantry in 1870, and promoted captain May 14, 
1887. During the war he served in numerous en- 
gagemepts, was wounded at Gettysburg, and taken 
prisoner in May, 1864, being exchanged the follow- 
ing December. 


- Captain James A. HavGuey, 2iet U. 8. Infantry, 
a veteran soldier, died at Fort Bridger, Wyo., July 
21. He was a native of Delaware, and when the 
war broke out went to the front as ist heutenant of 
the 3d Delaware Infantry. He was promoted cap- 
tain in 1862, mustered out in 1864, and in August, 
1865, was appointed captain of the 8th U. S. Veteran 
Infantry. He was mustered outin April, 1866, and 
in the following July was appointed a 2d lieutenant 
of the 36th U.S. Infantry, promoted 1st lieutenant 
in 1868, transferred to the 2ist lnfantry, and pro- 
moted captain, Nov. 11, 1879.

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.—In letter from A. G. O. of July Ul, 
1890, ip the matter of the erection of stop-butts on 
target ranges, for the purpose of aiding in the sav- 
ing of lead for subsequent gallery practice, the 
Major General commandivg the Army states that 
the same having been referred to the Chief of Ord- 
nance, he has remarked that * Neither the witbin 
letter nor the endorsement thereon make clear why 
a mound of earth cannot be thrown up to act as a 
stop-butt. Existing orders require that the round 
balls fired in gallery practice sball be recast for 
furtber firing, and bullet molds for the pur are 
supplied by the Ordnance Department, and as lead 
loses — little of its weight by firing at gallery 
practice, it would seem that very little lead would 
require to be collected from the earth mounds in 
addition to the round balls, which are never lost, to 
supply al! regulation demands for gallery practice.” 
Concurring therein, the Major-General Command. 
ing remarks: “In June of 1889, the Major-General 
Commanding was informed by the Chef of Ord- 
nance that under existing regulations there is fired 
each year, in regular practice, 300 tons of lead bul- 
lets, and that the limited appropriations would not 
admit of the issue of round balls or lead for mould 
ing. Some method must be devised of recovering 
sufficient lead from regular practice, for use in gal- 
lery practice, and it is believed that with a little 
trouble this can be done at every post where there 
is a range. It is believed that at some posts the 
simple bullet ‘catch’ which has been directed in 
orders to be prepared, bas been confounded with 
the regular stop-butt. The bullet ‘eatch’ need be 
only asmall mound of loose earth bebind the target, 
which will retain a reasonable portion of bullets 
passing through the target. A verysmall! proportion 
of the bullets fired each year on any range being 
recovered in this manner, will supply all the lead 
that 1s necessary for gallery practice.”

Alcoholism.—Relative to discharges on surgeon's 
eertificate by reason of “alcoholism,” the Major 
General commanding the Army, is of the opinion 
that there may be cases of appetite for alcohol, 
wherein the evidence of disease may be so clear as 
to 5 a medical officer 1n asserting 1ts chronicity 
and recommending on that account, the discharge 
of the soldier, but on the whole it is deemed for the 
best interests of the service, that all cases involving 
chronic drunkenness (or chronic alcoholism, us it is 
sometimes called) be fourwarded—if tbe evidence of 
disability is clear and the uselessness of bringing 
the soldier to trial apparent—to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army. In such cases certificates of dis- 
ability in due form shall accompany the application 
for see soldier’s discharge (Letter A. G. O., June 
— .)

CONSOLIDATING COMPANIES. 


THE lopping off from each of the infantry regi- 
ments of two companies, as prescribed by General 
Orders 74, H. Q. A., issued this week, is the most 
important change in the organization of this 
arm of the Service that has occurred for years. It 
is the result of mature deliberation, and is in the 
line of the three battalion bill now before Con 
gress. The effect of the order will be to reduce 
each infantry regiment to eight companies, thus 
practically abolishing fifty eompanies of in- 
fantry. An ingenious method of keeping up 
these companies practically in name only, 
so-as to keep within the law prescribing what 
the organization of the Army shall be, is pro- 
vided by transferring officers on detached ser- 
vice or on prolonged leave to the abandoned 
companies. As there are now over one 
hundred and fifty infantry officers on detached ser 
vice there will be no difficulty in providing com- 
pany assigoments for each officer. The advantages 
to be derived from the change are in strengthening 
the other companies in point of numbers to some- 
thing near what they ought to be, and in doing 
away with the necessity and expense of keeping up 
a number of small military posts. The War De- 
partment seems to have accepted the teaching of 
the fable by Alsop, concerning the farmer, who 











ceased his unayalling appealsto Hercules and put 


his own shoulder to the wheel. If Congress grants 
the three battalion organization what has been 
done will fall in with it. If not it will at least re- 
sult in increased economy and efficiency. We 
shall have eight reasonably well filled companies in 
each regiment of infantry instead of ten skeleton 
companies; these will be completely officered, and 
instruction will become possible. The regulation 
that captains should be with their companies need 
no longer be a dead letter. The movement of the 
Sixth and Fifteenth Infantry, ordered this week, is 
in the line of the proposed change in division and 
department commands. 

The General Order transferring the enlisted men 
from Troops L and M of each of the cavalry troops 
to other troops and making these the skeleton 
troops of cavalry with officers on detached service 
attached thereto, is now in course of preparation 
and will be issued in a day or two. It will be sim- 
ilar in its provisions to the order published this 
week cutting off Companies I and K of the infantry 
regiments. 


THE NEW ASSISTANT NAVAL SECRETARY. 


THE statement in the daily press that much op- 
position is manifested among naval officers to the 
confirmation of James Russell Soley as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy is probably true. That there 
is any organized opposition, or that such sentiment 
is based upon the idea that his nominaation isa 
technical violation of the law, can hardly be the 
case, however, for it is patent to any one that the 
ex-professor was as much a civilian at the time of 
his appointment as was Gustavus V. Fox, the First 
Assistant Secretary. Furthermore, the newspaper 
assertion that this opposition 1s a renewal of the 
live and staff controversy is altogether absurd. As 
a Professor of Mathematics, while technically a staff 
officer, Mr. Soley was practically removed by the 
nature of his duties, as well as by his entry into the 
Service, from all connection with the ‘late un- 
pleasantness.” 

We are of opinion that the sentiment referred to 
will be found to exist among all classes of officers 
and that it would have found equal expression if 
the clause restricting the appointment to civilians 
had been omitted and the appointment of a naval 
officer had followed. It will be remembered that 
she name of Lieutenant T. B. M. Mason was at one 
time mentioned as the choice of Sesretary Tracy for 
this position, and we are very sure that his nomina- 
tion would have aroused quite as nuch opposition, 
although Mr. Mason has been in the Service much 
longer than had Mr. Soley, having been, in fact, a 
lieutenant when the latter was firs! commissioned. 
The opposition is largely due to the peculiar rela- 
tions sustained to successive Secretaries by Mr. 
Soley, for there is a strong feeling sgainst any one 
having ‘‘ influence” with the Secreiary outside the 
circle of his Bureau officers. 

Mr. Soley’s nomination will mest undoubtedly 
be confirmed, and there is no doubt that the Service 
will much more cheerfully submit to his holding 
the position as a civilian than as i commissioned 
officer. The future smooth runningof the machine 
will “depend in large measure upon the distribution 
of the duties between the Secretaryand the Assist- 
ant. In any event it will doubtless ake some time 
for those officials who will come int» contact with 
the latter to become accustomed to the change. 
There can be no question whatever as to the quali- 
fications of Mr. Soley for the postion. Not even 
his most bitter opponents will deny that he possesses 
the necessary mental outfit and tlat he will brivg 
to his work an extremely good undestanding of the 
various ins and outs of the Service Now that his 
appointment has been made, it is o be hoped that 
he will be continued in office witht regard to the 
mutations of politics; and it is witlin his power to 
be of great service to the Navy andto gather to his 
eupport the majority of the offices by a wise and 
judicious conduct of the affairs conmitted to his 


charge. 


Our English neighbor, Engineeriig, which ewes 
its origin, by the way, to a Yankee ogineer, Zerah 
Colburn, is a great admirer of Aoprican freedom 
of expression in official matters. | says: ‘* This 
habit of official secrecy is a relic ¢ the old evil 
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hotbed of chicanery and incompetence. It is time 
it was swept away together with the few remaining 
examples of the latter element ; who are its chief 
supporters.” Its remarks under this head are 
suggested by recent publications upon the subject 
of the coast defences of the United States, and it 
considers these at some length, coming to the con- 
clusion ‘‘ that it is for no want of plain speaking 
on the part of those whose duty it primarily is to 
speak, that the defences of the United States fall 
into so deplorable a condition. Were the money 
forthcoming there would be little delay in appropri- 
ating it to its proper uses. The Board on Fortifi- 
cations and the Board of Engineers are said to have 
made a careful study of the whole problem, and an 
efficient system of defence has been prepared. It 
only remains for Congress to give life to the pro- 
ject by making the necessary appropriations.” 








Jouw Ericsson, by virtue of his appointment as 
Knight Commander of the Royal Order of [sabella 
the Catholic, was a Spanish nobleman, and his posi- 
tion as Knight Commander. First Clase, Danish Order 
of Dannebrog, gave him the title of “ Excellency,” 
with rank next to that of Field Marshal and Ad- 
mire}, and entitled him to the military honors due 
to a Lieutenant-General. The Army Regulations 
provide, paragraphs 427, 449, that offieers of foreign 
services shall be received and saluted according to 
their rank. It says nothing concerning funeral honors 
to be paid them, but the Regulations provide that on 
the occasion of the burial of a Lieutenant-General] a 
salute of fifteen guns shall be fired and a funeral 
escort be provided, under the command of a Lieuten- 
ant-General or an officer nearest to that grade in 
rank, to vonsist of a regiment of infantry, a battal- 
iou of cavalry and a battery of artillery (paragraphs 
445, 467, 474, 475). As Ericsson ranked next after an 
Adwiral, or with a Vice Admiral, under the Danish 
law, this fixes his status under the Navy Regulations 
governing the matter of funeral ceremonies. Ade 
altogether from the question of merit, the honors 
bestowed upon Ericsson while living may serve asa 
guide in the arrangement of the function attending 
the transfer of his remains to Sweden. Be- 
sides the decorations referred to he received 
those of a Kaight of the Swedish Order of 
Vasa, a Knight Commander of the Norwegian 
Order of Saint Olvf, and a Koight Commander 
with the Grand Cross of the Swedish Order of the 
Polar Star. He received by formal vote the thanks 
of the American Congress, of the Legislature of 
the State of New York and of the Swedish Diet. 
He never made apy display of these honors, and 
when he was once asked what titles should accom- 
pany his name in the dedication of ‘‘ Hasweli’s En- 
gineering Handbook” he answered “Captain and 
LL.D.” He was proud of the title of Captain, re- 
ceived in bis youth from the Swedish Government, 
and of the degree bestowed asa recognition of his 
contributions to science. We have by no means 
given a catalogue of Ericsson’s honors. They in- 
clude the bestowal in 1862 0f the Rumford Medal, 
which had up to that date been awarded but once 
before in this country, during a period of nearly 
three-quarters of a century since the establishment 
of this fund by Count Rumfora. 








CaprTrarn CHARLES KING tells in his graphic man- 
ner in Harper's Magazine for August, the story of 
“‘Custer’s Last Battle.” In this he says: ““ When '66 
came and our emigrants began settling up the West, 
they found the Sioux more hostile and determined 
than ever. The Army was called on to protect the 
settlers, and to escort the surveyors of the transcon- 
tinental railways. Not «stake was driven, not an 
acre cleared, except under cover of the rifles of the 
regulars, and while the nation seemed rejoicing in 
unbroken peace and increasing prosperity, its little 
Army was having anythiug buta placid timeof it on 
the frontier. In the ten years that immediately 
preceded the Centennial Celebration at Philadel- 
phia, the cavairy regiments had nv rest at all; they 
were on the warpath winter and summer, and dur- 
ing those ten years of ‘peace’ more officers of the 
Regular Army were killed or died of wounds re- 
ceived in action with the Indians, than the British 
Army lest in the entire Crimean War, with ite 
bloodly battles of the Alma, Balaklava, [nkermann, 
and the assaults on Sebastopol. The Indians were 
always scientific ighters, but when in ’74and '75 they 
succeeded in arming themselves with breechloaders 
and magezine rifies, the Sioux of the northern 
plains became foemen far more to be dreaded than 
any European cavalry.” 





ALTHOUGH the chances for the passage of the ar- 
tillery increase bill are not improving as the session 
progresses, the War Department authorities are still 
hopeful that the desired legislation will come before 
Congress adjourns and are delaying the assignment 
of the graduates in consequence, The delay will 


probably not serve to make the task auy easier, for 
the cadets are taxing advantage of it by bringing 
their strongest infiuence to bear to secure desirable 
assic¢nments. Whether the bill becomes a law or not 
it will not take long at the present rate of vasualties 
to provide the entire class with commissions as 2d 
lieutenants. Eight vacancies have ocourred within 
the past fortnight and three more will soon happen. 
if the three appointments to staff positions are all 
made from the line of the Army, as they probably 
will be. This makes a total of 41 vacancies, leaving 
only 13 of the class to be provided for. Thirty of the 
existing vacancies are in the infantry and eight in 
the cavalry. 








BRIGADIER-GENERAL BROOKE, commanding the 
Department of the Platte, and Col. A. V. Kautz, 8th 
Inf., have had some differences in regard to the in- 
terpretation of Article of War 21, as applied to a re- 
cent Court-martia!l case coming within the jurisdic- 
tion of the two officers, which bas resulted in the 
latter being placed under arrest, and charges pro 
and con being referred to the War Department for 
the action of the authorities there. The papers are 
now with the Commanding General, who will de- 
cide which of the two officers is in the wrong, and 
whether or not a Court-martial is necessary. Gen- 
erai Schofield's conclusion ought to settle the mst- 
ter without further proceedings. Whatever the 
difference that may have disturbed the harmony of 
their counsels po one will believe for a moment that 
either General Kautz or General Brooke would wil- 
fully violate the Regulations. “Let us have peace.” 








THERE have been no further developments during 
the present week in regard to the proposed rear- 
rangement of military commands. The Secretary 
of Warand Commanding General are siill discus- 
sing the matter, the disposition of the Division of 
Missouri continuing to be the bone of contention. 
The statement in some of the daily papers to the 
effect that Gen. MoCook was told during his visit to 
Washington this week, that he would be assigned to 
the command of the Department of Missouri is 
denied at the War Department. While this is not

abroad either like a contradiction and denial of all 
our complaints, but favorable to the officers.’’ 





A LONDON correspondent writes: “The agitation 
which 80 recently conpvulsed various public services 
here has abated as suddenly as it rose. The only 
visible sign now to tell of the grave popular anxiety 
existing a fortnight ago is the announcement that 
the mutinous Second Battalion of Grenadier Guards 
is to be packed off to Natal. This is the first time 
any guards have been sent out of the British 
islands in a time of peace, and naturally the thing 
attracted added attention on this ground.” 





It is stated that an important transformation is 
about to take place in the tactics of the French 
Army. Generals de Guiny, Loizillon and Jamont 
have been appointed to draw up anew drill book 
and make such modifications as smokeless powder 
and three years’ service render necessary. The 
tactics are to be simplified as much an possible, and 
many of the ceremonies, such as dress parades and 
guard mountings, are to be suppressed altogether. 





Tue petition recently circulated urging that the 
number of appointments at large to the Military 
Academy be increased to 20, and that such appoint- 
ments be restricted to the sons of officers and sol- 
diers and the lineal descendants of officers of the 
volunteer forces of the late war, made its appear- 
ance in Congress this week with a iong line of sig- 
patures of Army officers.

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A TRIBUTE TO LIEUTENANT DONALDSON, 


THE death of Lieut. Chas. V. Donaldson, 24th lo- 
fantry, which occurred at Santa Ana, Cal., July 16, 
1890. is one of the saddest within my recollection. 
While bathing, several persons got beyond their 
depth. Donaldson unhesitatingly rescued two, and 
while making the attempt.to rescue a third, Miss 
Spurgeon, bis strength failed him, and both he and 
the young lady were drowned. Donaldson was m 
friend and constant companion while at the Mili- 
tary Academy for four years. During that time I 
became acquainted with every trait of character 
that he possessed. On account of his noble and 
manly qualities, be stood the highest in my estima- 
tion of any of my extended acquaintances. He was 
a Setont Ybristian and lived up to everything he 
pro J 
He left his station, Fort Grant, Ariz. about July 
10 to join his young wife, to whom he had not yet 
been married a year, full of bright hopes; and while 
with ber lost his own life in trying to save that of 
ope whom he had probably never seen before. 

From my long and intimate acquaintance with 
Donaldson [| always felt that he possessed beroiv 
qualities, and bad his life been spared and he been 
given an opportunity to display such qualities in the 
way soldiers do, bis name, I feel sure, would have a 
hign place in our country’s history. 

He was born in Sweden and grew to manhood ino 
lowa. He received his appointment to West Point 
by com petitive examination ; got through that place 
by the hardest of bard work, and had nobody to 
thank for bis commission. 

Surely Ericsson is not the only one of Sweden’s 
American sons of whom she has occasion to be 
proud. While Donaldson's death will soon be for- 
gotten by the reading public,it is none the less 
heroic, and bis name none the less deserving of a 
better place. If “greaterlove hath no man than 
this, that he lay down bis life for bis friend’’ how 
much greater must his love for mankind be when he 
lays down his life for a total stranger. 

Donaldsou never bad.an enemy and his pumerous 
friends will deeply regret his lors and without ex- 
ception extend to his devoted wife their heartfelt 
sympatby in ber bereavement.

We learn from the Springfield Republican, that 
the Bullard Arms Co., of that city, which has been 
for some years manufavturipg sporting rifles under 
the patents of J. H. Bullard, will probably soon sus- 
pend its production of small-arms, and that the fine 
buildings, expressly erected for the original pur- 
pose, will be turned to some other out-put or leased 
to a different industry. ‘I'he reason assigned for the 
failure of the enterprise is the rapid extinction of 
large game for which the Bullard arm was spe- 
cially adapted. This circumstance does not, how- 
ever, seem to affect the market for the Colt Light- 
ning repeater aud the old Wiochester. The Bullard, 
though it | peg A has damaged a considerable 
quantity of large game in the sbape of capitalists, 
has never been a popular mile with expert sbots. 
{n this connection, it seems if Springfieid is to lose 
vne small arms industry, that it bas a cbance to in- 
vestin another, Dr. H. A. Pitcher, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., baving, according to our contemporary of 
the 25th, invented a rifle claimed to possess peculiar 
udvantages as to continuance and rapidity of fire. 
It is a seif-cocker and loader, the ejection of an ex- 

ended shell bringing a fresh cartridge into position. 

rials of the perfected model have demonstrated its 
capability, in expert hands of course, of from six to 
—_— discharzes in two seconds. With regard to this 
alleged rapidity of tire, though probably not impos- 
sible, it is impracticable for all legitimate uses. Me- 
o aauical actions may be devised, facile and enduring 
enough to stand this excessive test of a single bar- 
rel, chamber and ejector for a most limited period; 
but the manual dexterity and strength essential to 
the operation are not common qualities evenamong 
experts. We have seen C. M. Spencer discharge 
eleven cartridges in four seconds from the originul 
hand-made model of his shotgun and over ninet 
from his military rifle in two minutes. M. W. Bull, 
the calebrated military rifleexpert of Springfield, in 
an exhibition of the Spencer rifle before a special 
board at the U. S. Armory, some years ago, got 100 
shots out of the piece in two minutes, It is marvel- 
lous what rapid manipulation of a repeating small 
arm can be attained through constant, long con- 

inued, practice by the expert—especially if he be 

be inventor—who thoroughly uoderstands the me- 
chanical functions of thearm. Before the last U. S. 
Repeating Arms Board James P. Lee for the first 
minute of the two minutes rapidity trial discharged 
his wavy Lee rifle more than fifty times, and tbe 
manipulation of the bolt-gun type is not 80 easy or 
natural as that of the left-hand motion of the Spen- 
cer class. We shall be glad to see Dr. Pitcher’s new 
repeater. The “Republican” says he is asking for 
$100,000 capital to exploit it, but, notwithstanding 
the distinctive merits of the model, is hardly likely 
to secure itin Sprinegfiela, as “local experiments io 
the manulacture of fire arms have not been partic- 
ularly encouragipng.”’

SQUADRON OF EVOLUTION.

While at Bahia 
Admiral Walker, accompanied by his fiag lieuten- 
ant, called officially on the Governor. who returned 
the visit of the admiral next day. He was received 
with a salute of 17 guns,the Brazilian flag at the 
fore, and the marine guards of the Boston and At- 
lanta were paraded in his honor. No liberty were 
ziven the men, but the officers were allowed to visit 
the shore, returning to their vessels by sundown.

The squadron arrived off Cape Frio on June 23, 
having steamed on an average of eight knots an 
hour. Samuel Taylor, ordinary seamen of the Bos- 
ton, who had died of hemorrhage of the lungs, was 
buried at sea on the morning of June 23. As the 
squadron entered the harbor of Rio they received a 
salute from the forts and several Brazilian war- 
ships. On June 24 w salute of 17 guns was fired 
from the fort in honor of Admiral Walker, anda 
number of boatsin tow of several steam launches 
containing naval, military and civil authorities 
passed around the ships, displaying United States 
and Brazilian ensigns and cheering. A crowd of 
blue-jackets scrambled to the maintop and returned 
thecheers.

MARCHES AND ENCAMPMENTsS IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CALIFORNIA. 


“In time of peace prepare for war,” is an axiom in 
the political economy of nations of such moment 
that no country can afford to neglect. With 
the great powers of Europe these preparations 
grow more pronounced and thorough with each 
successive year. in constitutional Awmerica— 
* peace loving and long suffering’’—less im portance 
has been attavbed to the necessity of maintaining a 
progressive military establishment than in almost 
any other country of the world. This lethargy has 
been due oe to the confident assurance tbat our 
present state of peacefulness cannot be disturbed, 
supported by a feeling of reliance upon our ability 
to instantaneously develop our almost unlimited re- 
sources and mobilize our citizen soldiery. Since the 
close of the Rebellion our small Army has been 
called upon to guard so extended a frontier against 
Indian depredations, that it bas m necessarily 
wuch scattered. For this reason the European plan 
of assembling troops in sufficiently large bodies to 
illustrate the principles and objects of the science 
of war by such manoouvres as find application in 
time of actual war, bas not been practicable, and 
has only been possibie when, during Indian hostili- 
ties, it has been necessary to unite considerable 
numbers of troops. On these occasions, which have 
not been iofrequent, officers bave bad opportuni- 
ties of experiencing conditions of actual warfare. 

In some of the States encampments of the 
militia had been held yearly for drill and instruc- 
tion. [f these were of too short a duration to ad- 
mit of any extended practical work, they were more 
than the Regular Army had been able to ac- 
com plish. 

The case of the lst Infantry, prior to 1887, fairly 
shows the divided condition of regiments. For 
many years the 1-t had been garrisoning small fron- 
tier posts. In 1886, while stationed in Arizona, it 
formed the whole or part of the garrisons of 10 dif- 
ferent posts. The change of station to the Dept. of 
California, in that year, did not greatly improve 
the condition of things, as here the regiment was 
distributed among seven posts, widely separated 
from each other. Col. Shafter, who had com- 
manded large garrisons and conducted extensive 
field oper ations against bostile indians on the South- 
western border, bad had good opportunities for ob- 
serving the benefits, in a military point of view, 
that resulted from the association of considerable 
numbers of troops ubderonecommand. Being now 
where troops could be spared from routine garrison 
duty, he,in the spring of 1887, requested authority 
to assemble his regiment for a practice march and 
camp of instruction. The request was granted in 
the form of an order from Dept. Hdqrs., directing 
the movement to be made and leaving the nature 
of drilla, exercises, etc., to the regimental com 
mander. Santa Cruz, Cal., was selected us the place 
of encampment, to which place the band and eight 
com panies of the regiment marched, fully equipped 
for tield servive, the distance being about 175 miles, 
including the return march. 

On the march all the principles of morning, 
camping, providing Lood, etc., were practically i 
lustrated. During the encampment of two months, 
drills in minor tactics were systematically con- 
ducted, and a bigh state of profiviency attained. 
All subaltern officers and regimental non-commis- 
sioned officers were thoroughly instructed in muili- 
tary signalling with flag, torch, lantern and helio- 
graph. During that summer a regiment of. State 
troops held their annual eight day encampment on 
ground contiguous to the lst [nf. camp, and every 
facility was extended to these National Guards for 
gaiping practical knowledge in the details of camp 
duties, guards, drills, etc., as taught in the Regular 
Army, and they gladly took advantage of the op- 
portunity. Thisis believed to be the first instance, 
in recent years, where Regular and state troops 
have come together in camp. 

in 1888 the band and eight companies of the lst 
lofantry again went into vamp at Santa Barbara, 
Cai., under similar circumstances and authoriza- 
tion. The routine of duties was about the same as 
that of the preceding year, with such additions as 
the experience of that encampment suggested. Av 
important feature was the introduction of topo- 
graphical reconnaisance and platting results, by all 
subaltern officers. These movements of the lst In. 
fantry were made with very little extra cost to 
the Government, and greatly raised the soldierly 
bearing of the regiments and illustrated to officers 
and men some of the duties of active military life. 
in 1889 the — of marches and envampments 
was for the first time given consideration by 
the War Department and steps takeu toward 
adoptiog a system of summer manceuvres through- 
out the Army by assembling in each Department 
such of the troops as could with safety be with- 
drawn from garrisons. The orders requiring these 
manceuvres were made part of the Regulations. 

Under the provisions of this authority the avail- 
able troops of the ——— of California, con- 
sisting of the eutire Ist Infantry, two ligt bat- 
teries of the lst Artillery, and two troops of the 
2d Cavairy, all under the command of Col. Wa. 
R. Sbafter, marched from Sao Francisco to; Mont- 
erey, Cal., a distance of 138 miles, and after remain- 
ing in camp two months made the return march. 
This was the first time in twenty years that the Ist 
Infantry had been united as a regiment. 

Throughout that encampment drills were vigor- 
ously prosecuted. Special attention was given to 
the execution of brigade and battle movements, in 
which the three arms of the Service participated. 
By thus dividing the command into smaller bat- 
talions junior officers were given commands to 
which they might expect to aspire only in time of 
war. These various manceuvres consisted in simu- 
lating battle movements, such as forming line of 
battle for attack and defence, assaulting works, 
Carrying positions, etc. Lieutenants were also re- 
quired to solve practical problems in minor tactics, 
which had been originated by designated officers, 
and for this purpose given a command of suflicient 
size and strength, the disposition of the troops be- 
ing left entirely to the heutenants. These young 
officers were thus brought face to face with condi- 
tions which might amse in actual » and 
afforded the opportunity of testing their capability 
of properly using their command to meet the re- 
quirements of the occasion. 

The plans for the manceuvres during the present 
summer had already been settled upon by the de- 
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partment commander, when the general prohibi- 
tion of encampments was issued from the War De- 

partment. The authority was given, however, to 

establish a camp of instruction at Monterey, pro- 

vided it could be.done without extra expense. For 
a while this seemed impracticable, but by a careful 

restriction of all excess of baggage and the use of 
quartermaster’s transportation, adequate means 

were provided. General Orders No. 8, Headquar- 

ters Department of California, designating the 

troops and giving explicit directions as to marches, 

drills, exercises, etc., was issued June 18, and on 

June 24 the command set outon the march. The 

troops designated were the ist Infantry, Liebt Bat- 

teries D and F, 5th Artillery, and Troops I and K, 

4th Cavairy, all under command of Col. Shafter. 

The rvute of march to the place of encampment lies 
through the magnificent Santa Clara Valley—prob- 
ably the most productive fruit-growing country in 

the world. The roads could not be better, but the 
thoroughly settled and fenced condition of the 
country, and lack of open fields, render it difficult 

to always obtain suitable camping places the 
owners of which do not objevt to troops occupying 
their land fora night. This state of things reduces 

the opportunities for practical lessons on the march 
far below those afforded in many of the Depart- 
ments. 

Yet, much was done to develop the fact of the in- 
dividual soldier’s fitness or uofitness for his duties 
under other circumstances than be meets io gar- 
rison. In fact one of the goed results of these 
marches is, tbat they prove that some soldiers, who 
may be able to perform garrison duties are wholly 
unfit tor field service, and a regiment is enabled to 
free itself of material which, in times when men 
are mos! needed, would be only an encumbrance. 

As required by the order each enlisted man car- 
med his blanket, one half-shelter-tent, arms and 
equipments on bis person. One fuur mule wagon 
was furnished eacb two companies to carry eight 
days rations, cooking utensils, etc. The march was 
accomplished with ease and comparative cowfort. 
To the 4th Cavairy—so recently trom the discom- 
forts and bardsbips of scouting through the wastes 
of Arizona and Mexico, in search of renegade 
Apaches—the march through this beautiful country 
bad not an uupleasant feature. The light batteries, 
lately from the Kast, no doubt found sufficient of 
cbhapvge to interest tobem and render their practice 
march as pleasant as iustruective. It being the 
fourth successive yearly march for the lst [nfanotry, 
the regiment was fully prepared for such work as is 
evidenced by the absenve fram the ranks of old or 
feeble soldiers, and the ease with which the march 
was made, very few men falling out, and they being 
in almost every instance cases of aboormal weak- 
ness developed by marching. 

Within two hours after arriving at the permanent 
camp, the entire Ist Lofantry sat down to dinner 
under one roof, the regimental commander havin 
made all arrangements, in advance, for a consoli- 
dated mess during the encampment, the great ad- 
vantage of which is that meals can be served fresher 
and fewer men are required to do the cooking, four 
cooks being sufficient for the meas. 

Monterey was reached ov July 2, and the camp is 
now an established fact. After three days in vam 
every thing isin perfect oraer, and the command 
ready to begiu the course of exervises laid down by 
the department commander, which will be “ofa 
character to teach soldiers what would be required 
of them in times of actual war.”’ 

The routine of duties will be as follows: 

Mondays.—From 10 A. M. to 12 M., battalion exercises, 
principatly skirmishiog and practiciog forming for attack, 
etc., under present conditions of fire. 

ys.—From 7 A. M. to 12 M., for the solution of prac- 

tical problems in minor tactics. The plans and details of 
this instruction will be furnished to the commanding officer 
frum these headquarters. 

ednesdays.—F rom 9 A. M. to 12 M., brigade mancuvres. 

ursdays.—From 7 A. M. to 12 M., laying out field fortifi- 
cations and the cunstruction of field iatrenchmentza, rifle 
apd gun pita, and, alternately, when. practicable, the prac- 
tical methods of making gabions, fascines, and saproliers, 
or any duties that would render the commands more effi- 
cient for field service. 

Fridays.—From_ 7 A. M. to 12 M., iostruction of officers in 
reconnoissance of tield topograpby, and employment of the 
menu in athletic exercises, including running, jumping, 
swimming, games of various kinds, or marc at rupid 
gaite, without arms, for considerable d nces. 

Sat .—Rest and recreation. This day will be given 
up to pleasure and amusement,and to such sports as the 
men may wish to enjoy. 

In the afternoons of the preceding days of the week the 
men will be éncouraged io any exercise that will contribuve 
to their bealth, strength and amusement. 

Sundays.—This day will be devoted to rest. 

In addition to these, officers will be allowed to 
submit any problems they may desire to have solved 
and any data they may have made on milicary sub- 
jects and tactical movements and men, and means 
will be furnished them to enable them to demon- 
strate their proposed movements. The routine of 
camp life will be varied, as was the case last year, 
by the contest for places on the Division rifle team, 
which will be hela bere during August.

PeeKsKIL1, N. Y., July 23, 1890. 


Tue record which the 14th Regiment made while 
at the State Camp, was in some respects an enviable 
one. One thipg is certain, the organization showed 

reat impro ent the latter part of the week over 

ts condition upon its arrival in camp. Itis also 

equally true, that the regiment showed infinitely 
greater improvement tban the provisional battalion 
did. True the regiment bad mucb greater room for 
improvement than the battalion did upon its ar- 
rival in camp, but to the credit of Colonel Miohell's 
command it must besair that it took full advantage 
of the opporwnity, and upon the day of departure 
the gap between the two organizations, in respect 
to excellence at drill, was very small.

CALIFORNIA. 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL R. H. ORTON announces that Capt. 
J. J. O'Connell, ist Inf., U. 8. A., has been detailed by the 
Secretary of War to report to the Commnoder-in-Cbief, for 
the purpose of visiting the various encampments of the Na- 
tiorel Guard of California during the current season. Every 
facility that he may require will be given him by the com- 
manding officer of ¢ach camp that be visits in the perform- 
ance of his duty.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The “ Official Register of the Officers and Cadets 
of the U.S. Military Acad®my, June, 1890,”" comes 
to us with the compliments of the Adjutant of the 
Academy.

A very interesting biography of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, is contributed in ee a Magazine 
for August, by Eleanor . Allen. {t  pre- 
sents a grapbic account of tbe life and works of this 
popular woman of genius. Frederic M. Bird, in an 
article entitled **The Lapse of Tolstoi,” takes this 
author severely to task for his latest book, * The 
Kreutzer Sonata.” “The book,” he says, * ought 
never to have been printed, nor written either. But 
for the eminent name it bears, it would hardly have 
found a publisher here in America or Eaogland.

According to one story an 
Arab trooper of the escort suddenly rushed at them 
without provocation, cut at them with a sword, and 
upset the tonga, causing some injury to the inmates. 
it is asserted, on the otber band, that the trooper’s 
borse bol ted, came into collision’ with the tonga, and 
upset it accidentally; that the mav, being on duty, 
bad a drawn sword in his hand, but did not cut at 
the officers; and that the Nizam immediately sent 
an aide-de-camp to express his regret and to offer 
assistance. A commission bas been appointed to in- 
quire into the matter fully.
